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TWO MILLION ACRES 
CROP IN ALBERTA 
Area Sown to Which and Oats Alone 
is Greater Than Total Acreage of 
All Crops Last Year—As Yet Only 
Two Per Cent. of Arable Land in 
Alberta Under Cultivation—Vast 
Wheat Areas in Northern Alberta. 
Edmonton.—Crop statistics as com- 
pleted by the department of agricul- 
ture indicate that the area sown to 
wheat and oats alone are greater this 
year than the total of the acreage from 
which crops were harvested in 1910, 
and that all along the line, not only 


is the actual acreage increase phe- 
nomenal, but the conditions of the 
crops are such that a yield exceeding 
by a very wide margin the yield per 
acre in 1910 may be expected, The 


UNDER 


total acreage under crop this year is 
1,900,000, of which 705,345 is sown 
to oats, 672,754 to spring wheat and 


183,444 to winter wheat. This gives 
a total of no less than 1,581,543 in 
wheat and oats, greater by 


acres that the total cereal areas harv-| 


ested in 1910. 

Last year the oats crop totalled 492,- 
698, the spring wheat crop 450,493, and 
the winter wheat crop 142,467. Barley 
comes fourth this year with 123,247 
acres sown, as compared with 90,901 
acres in 1910. The flax areas have 
been increased — by almost 
cent., from 15,271 acres in 1910 to 
40,343 during the present year, and 
the acreage in other grains, in 1910, 


1,600, is this year increased to the re-| 


markably large total of 174,857 acres. 

“Conditions as to moisture through- 
out the province are reported almost 
uniformly good,” the report reads. 
“A few places have apparently not en- 
joyed as much rain as usual, but 
other districts have had abundance. 
The crop outlook on the whole, there- 
fore, is very bright.” 

“Although the crop increase this 
year is very large,’’ said the deputy 


minister of agriculture, “there is as} 


yet not more than two per cent. of the 
arable land of the province under cul- 
tivation. Of the area of 162,256,000 
acres, which make up the province of 


1,500,000 for lakes throughout the pro- 
vince which is unfit for cultivation. 
Approximately 100,000,000 acres __ of 
land, only two per cent. of which 
has as yet known the plow, exist 
within the borders of the province for 
the most conservative estimate would 
place the total of arable land at two- 
thirds of the total areas.”

BEST MEN ARE KILLED. 


A CHAMPION MURDERESS, 


Dr. J. A. Macdonald Tells Plain | Canada’s Annals Contain a Record- 


Facts About War. 

“The great twilight zone of modern 
civilization ja the international area, 
and there should be such a meeting 
of national minds as would make law- 
lessness between two nationa as dif- 


ficult and reprehensive as crime 
against a state. The international 
area must be civilized.” 

That is the vigorous statement 


made by Dr, James A. Macdonald, of 
Toronto, Canada, editor of The Globo, 
director in the World Peace Founda- 
tion established by Edward Ginn, of 
Boston, and it was uttered during a 
discussion of the proposed arbitration 
treaty between the United States, 
Great Britain and France, Dr. Mac- 
donald thinks the submission of the 
treatly particularly timely, since this 
month marks the 100th anniversary 
of the outbreak of the war of 1812. 
Two years hence the centennial of 
peace between the two countries will 
be celebrated. 

“Do you think so long a period of 
international amity would have been 


possible,” continued Dr. Macdonald, 
“had the 4,000 miles of Canadian 
frontier bristled with fortifications 


and the Great Lakes been patrolied 
with battleships of the two nations? 

“The burden of armaments caused 
by the old uncivilized method of 
settling differences between nations 
has become simply intolerable. This 
waste of revenue is one of the great- 
est obstacles in the way of large 
socin! reforms, There is necessarily 
a limitation in the amount of money 
that can be applied to internal im- 
provements when a nation like Great 
Britain spends $350,000,000 a year on 
her war budget. 

“The warfare against ignorance 
and crime, and to advance the cuuse 
of civilization, and enlightenment and 
human welfare, requires as much 
courage and self-sacrifice as ure need. 
ed on the battlefield. Canada can- 
not afford the cost of war. I do not 
mean so much the money cost as the 
cost in men. We need all the brain 
and brawn, the courage and reser 

$s and 
shops and to carry on the work of 
government. 

“The same qualities of unselfish- 
ness and sacrifice that are drawn out 
and stimulated by war are needed in 
the fight against the foes of honest 
commercial and industrial life, 
great organized and leagued forces of 
The very term ‘captain of 
industry’ is taken from the military 
lexicon, and perhaps unconsciously 
reveals the belief that many of our 
greatest corporations ure organized to 
defeat the interests of the people and 
to prevail at the expense of our pub- 
lic welfare. 

“One of the things ‘hat has haunt- 
ed me, especially since I was in Eng- 
lund last, is the reaction of war on 
the life of the people. What was true 
of Rome under the Caesurs and of 
France following the Napoleonic wars 
is true to-duy. The standard of the 
nation’s mankood has suffered. In 
Scotland I found it had been neces- 
sary to lower the physical require- 
ments three times within the last 
century to secure men to complete 
the regiments. 

“In war the law of evolution—the 
survival of the fittest—works inverse. 
ly. It is the fittest who are sacrificed 
and who do not survive. The unjust 
land laws ot Great Britain sent many 
cf her most ambitious son: over the 
seas and formed one of the big fuc- 
tors in the social degeneration of 
the country. A more important fac- 
tor, however, wus the loss of capable 
and virile men sluin on the field of 
battle.” 


Model Farms Far North, 
The stage which left Edmonton for 
Athabasca Landing on a recent day 
carried among its passengers Messrs. 


G, Card and A. J. Bell, formerly of | 


Guelph and Prince Albert, respective- 
ly, who will plant and maintain for 
years to come along the lonely shores 
of the Mackenzie River the most 
northerly demonstration farms in the 
Dominion, 

Mr. Bell will be stationed at Fort 
Smith, which lies on the line of the 
northern boundury of the Province of 
Alberta, while Mr. Card’s lot will be 
cast in Fort Simpson, on the Mac. 
kenzie, at one time the headquarters 
of the Hudsen Bay Co, for the whole 
north country. 

These points were chosen as the 
best adapted for the location of farms 
for the demonstrat.on of the agricul- 
tural possibilities of Canada’s hinter- 
land, and at the same time to hold 
up to the northern Indians the man- 
ner of life lived by men in civilized 
communities. For this reason the 
farms are to be more or less under the 
Department of Indian Affairs,

Gory pamphlets used to be issued 
after executions not only in this coun- 
try, but in Knugland. In London there 
were printing shops which produced 
Nothing but horrible booklets treat- 
ing of murders and hangings. They 
enjoyed a tremendous sale an were 
bought by ali classes of people. 

One of the most expensive of these 
pamphlets extant is a book of 32 payes, 
describing the iniquitous career and 
tragic end of Sophia Hamilton, who 
Wus sentenced to death at Fredericton, 
N.B., in 1845, for an almost incredible 
series of crimes. And if the story con- 
tained in the pamphlet is true she was 


entitled to the championship as a 
nfurderess. 
The achievements of Kate Bender 


and Belle Gunnesa were trivial by 
comparison, One may speak flippant- 
ly now of her career, since all con- 
cerned are in their graves, but the 
people of New Brunswick, sixty years 
ago, mentioned hes name with shud- 
derings. Her father was a murderer 
before her, and was killed by a dog 
belonging to one of his victims. So- 
phia, when 17 years of age, married 
an excellent young man, who refused 
to believe stories he heard reflecting 
upon her character, After being mar- 
tied awhile he was convinced that 
the stories were true, and tovk his 
young wife to task, which proved so 
embarrassing to ber that she placed 
poison in his scup, and he died the 
death, 

Then she established a wayside inn 
near Woodstock, N. B., gathered 
about her 4 corps of skillful homi- 
cidal experts 4.d° took up murder 
and robbery a: her life work, She 
had the house remudeled to facilitate 
hor work and there were rooms with 
trapdoors in the floor, and sliding 
panels in the walls, and similar con- 
trivances, Her cellar became a 
tuorgue, At first she buried her vie- 
tims carefully, but us time went on 
and business increased she became 
rather careless und just left them 
lying around. 

There was muh traffic along the 
quiet road where her inn stood, The 
banking tacilities of that time were 
hot as they now are, and some of the 
travelers on their way to buy furs or 
lumber or other merchandise carried 
large sums of money.

treated them to wine which she had

Two gentlemen 
from Quebee who were on a fur buy- 
ing expedition visited the inn, and 
Sophia soon learned that they had a 
large sum of money in gold. She was 
hoping they wouid stay for the night, 
but they had an unreasonable desire 
to teed! on and started away in their 
sled, Sophia, seeing they could not 
be detained, se..t a couple of her de- 
pues up the road to waylay them. 

he deputies stretched a rope across 
the road, and when the travelers 
horse ran into it the murderers did 
their work, and Sophia came up just 
in time to see the victims die and re- 
lieve them of $10,000 in gold. Upon 
another occasion she waited upon a 
guest at the breakfast table with her 
own fair hands, and took occasion to 
stad him in the back while he was 
commenting upon the excellence of 
the coffee. 

Finally Sophia was arrested for the 
murder of a Quaker, whose body was 
found in het cellar, She was tried 
ut Fredericton and sentenced to death, 
but some of her triends managed to 
convey poison to her a few days before 
the date set for the hanging and she 
wed in her cell,

\t is a general stock-taking of Canada 
ad almost every department of Gov- 
trnment bases its work on the result 
of the labors of the census officials. 
ine Department of Trade and Com- 
merce in particular is very closely 
connected with the census, per capita 
business, export, import, consump: 
tion, all must start trom it. We have 
as yet no well-defined or thoroughly- 
organied bureau of statistics in Can- 
ada; it is the hope of many that such 


a department will soon be under way, | 


and it is easy to see what an import 
ant place the census will have in it. 
England, France, Germany, and to & 
lesser degree tne United States, all 
have careful compilations :{ statistics, 
and if you look them over you will 
tind that the census has much to do 
with the basi: of calculation. 

As suid before, the census is not

NAVAL RANK, 
How to Read the Signs on a Sea-Going 
Officer. 

It is safe to say that of the tens of 
thousands who will witness the Naval 
Review on June 24th at Spithead very 
few will be able to distinguish an ad- 
miral from a commander, or an engi- 
neer-lieutenant from a fleet-paymas- 
ter; and yet to the initiated it is the 
simplest thing in the world. One 
glance at the sleeve of his coat is suffi- 
cient for the well-informed; for, where- 
as the army officer carries the insignia 
of his rank on his shoulder, the naval 
officer carries his in gold stripes ex- 

tending round the sleeve. 
| Naval officers comprise the execu: 
tiv’ or military branch, and the engi- 
neering, medical, and accountant 
branches. Whereas the executive offi- 
j cer is always recognized by the upper. 
most stripe on his arm being extended 
into a small circle of gold luce above 
it, all the stripes of the other branches 
wo straight round the sleeve, and in 
addition have a distinctive colored 
cloth between the stripes. Thus the 
engineer otticer always has purple 
| clot) between the stripes, the medical 
| otticer always has red, and the ac: 
coultant oiticer has white, so the ob- 
server can at once see Ww what branch 
an officer belongs, 

As regards rank, the 
stripes will iniorin him, Two stripes 
indicate a lieutenant, an engineer 
lieutenant, a surgeon, or u paytuster 
| —alwuys huving regurd to the gold 

circle on the uppermost stripe tor 
| the lieutenant, or the purple, red or 
) white cloth between the stripes, and

Sparsely Settled. 


The first census-return has been re- 
ceived at the Department in Ottawa, 
It is the population of the territory of 
the coust of Hudson Bay, west of Fort 
Churchill, and the enumeration was 
begun last fall by the Northwest 
Mounted Police on a special order-in- 
council, The population totals 1,800 

ersons, of whom 200 are white, most- 
y Hudson Bay employes or police of- 
ficers, The rest are Esquimaux, This 
is the first real census taken in that 
district. Ten years ago the popula- 
tion was largely estimated upon re- 
ports of missionaries and others, A 
substantial increase is apparent, The 
enumeration of the eastern territory 
to Labrador was made simultaneously 
with the other, but has not been re- 
ceived yet. The population there will 
be much smaller, 

In the present census an attemps 
is being made to cover accurately 
every bit of Canadian territory where 
human life is known to exist. In the 
far north, Capt. Bernier of the Gov- 
ernment steamer Arctic is counting 
the Eskimo whalers and missionar.- 
ies, while in the western hinterland 
and Mackenzie River basin the mount- 
ed police are doing it, 


Diamonds In Quebec. 


Mr. J. B. Tyrrell, the mining en- 
gineer, confirms the report publish. 
ed in a recent despatch from Ottawa 
that diamonds had been found in 
the eastern townships of Quebec, 
Some time ago, he said, diamonds 
had been discovered in chromite 
rock in British Columbia, which led 
to an examination of similar rock in 
Quebec, The diamonds found in the 
eastern townships were small, and it 
had vyet to be determined whether 
they existed in sufficient quantities 
to make them economically valuable. 
These diamonds, he adds, have been 
subjected to a radium test and found 
quite genuine,

A while back G. M. Bosworth was 
fourth vice-president of the C.P.R., 
but a year ago the numerals were 
abolished, and he is now known as 
vics-president, in charge of the pas- 
senger and freight business and ocean 
steamship lines. At first sight that 
looks like a big man’s job, as it in- 
cludes pretty nearly everything the 
ordinary layman connects 
transportation system. However, the 
C.P.R. is a big concern, and there are 
still a few odd jobs which are attend- 
ed to by others than G. M. Bosworth. 
Still, he fills a big place among the 
seventy-five thousand odd employes; 


How- 


and, if rumors can be trusted, he is | 


destined to fill a still bigger place; 
but more of that anon, Bosworth 
came to bat for the C.P.R. in 1882, 
and has been knocking outshonfe runs 
and three-baggers ever since. He is 
not a follower of sport, and would not 
know an out-curve from an in-shoot. 
He just naturally developed into a

batter. In other words, he is a work- 
er, and his success must be attributed 
to long hours and steady application. 

He was born in Ogdensburg in the 
year 1858, and is therefore another ex- 
ample of our free trade policy with the 
United States in the matter of ex- 
changing railroad men, We have re- 
ceived from the States such men as 


Bosworth, and have given them'J. J. 
H..1 and a few others of lesser calibre. 
Bosworth’s first job in the railroad 
business netted $25 per month, 
was away back in 1875, when he was 
o/ 2 boy with the Ogdensburg & 
Lake Champlain Railroad. He moved 
to Chicago as traffic freight agent of 
the National Despatch Line, and came 
to the C.P.R. in 1882 as assistant gen- 
eral freight agent of the Ontario and 
Quebee lines of the company. Two 
years later he was appointed general 
freight agent of lines, east of Fort 
William. Then he became assistant 
freight traffic manager, and in 1896 
freight traffic manager of the whole 
system. . In 1901 he was appointed 
fourth vice-president of the company, 
and in 1910 he became vice-president. 

Mr. Bosworth has done almost every- 
thing saround a railroad except run an 
engine, and could probably do that if 
occasion demanded it. e has been 


on the pay-roll of a railroad for over 
thirty-six years, and knows exactly 
how it feels to hear the 7 o’clock whis- 
tle blow. He has been office boy, 
clerk, passenger agent, freight agent 
and assistant to fifty-seven varieties 
of bosses, but always kept moving up 
nearer those initials of his. No doubt 
he felt that those letters, G. M., in 
front of his name 
there, and decided early in his career 
that he would have a more symmetri- 
cal name if it read G. M, Bosworth, 
G.M. If his motives could have been, 
analyzed there would have been found 
an innate desire to put those initials 
where they belonged. It has been a 
big job, but unless his batting eye 
falls him he is apt to get there. His 
long raining, especially with the 
C.P.R., has been invaluable to him, 

The ©.P.R. is not only” a transcon- 
tinental road, but it is also a trans- 
oceanic steamship company, and Mr, 
Bosworth has to keep his eye on the 
Atlantic steamship boats, the passen- 
ger and freight business from Halifax 
to Vancouver, and take an occasional 
look at the Pacific. Certainly a man 
whose field runs from Liverpool to 
Hong Kong has to have a lon 
and a clear vision, and can’t take all 
day to decide a point. It's certainly a 
big man’s jqb, and one that is apt 
to keep the ordinary man awake at 
nights gathering up the loose ends 
and seeing that the system doesn’t 
sag in the middle. However, G. M. 
Bosworth is used to work, and takes 
to it like the proverbial duck to wat- 
er, and that reminds one that when 
Mr. Bosworth finds shines beginning 
to pall on him he takes to the water, 
Apart from his work, and the fun hé 
gets from it, ‘‘fishin’”’ is the only re- 
creation he ever takes.

PICKED THE RICH PLACE. 


Vancouver Man Forecasted the Wealth 
of the Canadian Yukon. 


Belief has been general that the dis- 
covery of gold in the Yukon district 
of Canada was the result of an acci- 
dent, as in the case in most great 
finds in mineral. 

The story of John McDeugall, of 
Vancouver, shows that the finding of 
gold at Dawson was the outcome of 
observation, following a working out 
of gold location theories in the Cart- 
boo district of British Columbin 
Circumstances deemed important at 
the time prevented him from making 
the tgip into the Yukon. Had he car 
tied out his original intention he 
might not only have made the die 
covery, but much money besides. Mr 
McDougall has resided on the Pacific 
coast thirty years, and is a success 
ful contractor in Vancouver 

The early 90’s on the Pacific const 
were very dull. In the later months 
of 1894 McDougall, finding that little 
was doing, decided to venture inta 
the northern territory, from which 
tales of gold finds came from time ty 
time. On the bont were Dan Hart 
| and John Guise, with whom he form. 
| ed_a partnership. 

On the same boat was William 8, 
Lansing, a prospector from Montana 
who had gone north in 1895 and had 
struck gold up the Stewart River 
Lansing told him of the working of 
| French-Canadians at the head «! 
Sixty Mile and at the head of Fort 
| Mile, these two creeks coming al: 
| most together at their sources. 

When he was told by Lansing that 
| the workingg on the Stewart wera 
| two hundred miles in a south-easter- 
| ly direction from the head of tha 
| 


Forty Mile, he hecame interested at 
once. Remembering his other obser. 
vation in Cariboo, that the best 
ground lay ju-t north of the highes} 
elevation, he inquired if there was 
any height of land on the line be. 
| tween these two points. Lansing re. 
plied there was a place known 
throughout the country as the ‘Mooso 
Pasture,” located approximately hal! 
way 

McDougal! was more interested 
than ever. He got Lansing to draw 
on the billiard table in the Occident. 
al Hotel at Juneau a rough map of 
the Yukon River, with its tributaries, 
the Stewart, the Forty Mile, and the 
Sixty Mile. This showed the Moosa 
Pasture close to what was then 
| known ae Reindeer Creek, and almost 
on the Yukon River. 

“When we go in,” McDougall said 
to his partners, ‘we will prospect 
there,” drawing a semicircle on the 
north side «f the Moose Pasture. It 
is a remarkable fact that this semi- 
circle included the best 
grovnd of the late Yukon discoveries. 

The trip over the mountains and 
down the Yukon River was tedious 
in those days, and because of the de- 
lay McDougall concluded that he 
wou'd have to give it up, as he had 
contracts to look after in August, 
and he could not get out again by 
that time. 
to his two partners. Hart and Guise, 
and left the map with them. extract- 
ing the promise that thev 
prospect the ground marked. 

Hart and Guise made the trip down 
the Yukon. They passed Moose Pas- 
ture and went on to Forty Mile to 
replenish their supplies. Here Guise 
was offered work nt good wages and 
accepted the certainty. Hart got 
{another partner named Hanson. 
| Hart and Hanson persisted till they 
got gold at Forty Mile. Then the 
| rush began. 

McDougall visited Dawson in 1990
